To  the  Chairimn  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  sjid  Gentlemen, 

This  is  the  first  Annual  Report  since  my  appointment  in  October 

1971. 

The  health  of  the  district  continues  to  be  satisfactory  and  there 
has  been  little  change  in  the  statistics  as  will  be  seen  from  the  figures  in 
the  Report. 

The  incidence  of  the  various  infectious  diseases  is  considerably  less 
than  it  was  some  years  ago.  Diptheria  has  not  been  notified  for  some  years. 

A considerable  nimiber  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  are  reported  but  this  is 
now  a relatively  mild  disease.  Measles  continues  to  appear  shov/ing  a peak 
rise  an  alternate  years.  Immunisation  against  this  disease  is  being  carried 
out  by  ihe  County  Council  Medical  Officers  and  the  incidence  of  Measles 
should  gradually  reduce  in  the  future  as  more  children  are  immui'iised  against 
it.  Considerably  fewer  cases  of  b'hooping  Cough  and  Tuberculosis  are  being 
notified. 

Schoolgirls  are  now  being  given  protection  against  Rubella  (German 
Measles).  For  cnildren  this  is  usually  a mild  disease,  but  if  a woman 
becomes  infected  with  Rubella  during  pregnancy  then  the  disease  can  have  a 
serious  effect  upon  the  health  of  the  baby.  It  is  therefore  advisable  for 
girls  to  obtain  protection  against  this  dj.sease  to  lessen  the  chances  of 
being  infected  \?ith  Rubella  in  later  life. 

A few  cases  of  T^'phoid  and  Dysentery  occur  in  this  country  among 
travellers  returning  from  holiday  abroad,  where  the  stanciards  of  hygiene 
are  not  always  as  high  as  they  are  in  this  country,  especially  in  rural 
districts.  Fresh  fruit  exposed  on  open  stalls  is  liable  to  contamination 
by  flies  and  insects  and  should  be  well  washed  before  eating.  If  the  v/ater 
supply  is  not  chlorinated  it  should  be  boiled  before  drinking.  Immunisation 
against  Typhoid  v/ill  give  proteexion  if  carried  out  some  weeks  before  going 
abroad.  If  on  return  I'rom  a holiday  abroad  symptoms  of  diarrhoea  occur, 
then  it  is  advisable  that  a doctor  should  be  consulted  to  eliminate  possible 
infection  with  Typhoid. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their 
loyal  support  and  efficiency  in  maintaining  a high  standard  in  the  Department.

During  the  1971  season  52,414  people  paid  for  admission  to 
the  pool  as  compared  with  69,7^9  in  1970.

Infectious  Diseases 

The  reported  cases  of  infectious  diseases  v/ere  248  in  1971, 
this  being  an  increase  of  217  over  the  1970  figure  of  31«‘  The 
increase  is  accounted  for  by  the  increase  of  Measles  to  234  cases 
this  year. 

8 visits  T/ere  imde  to  make  enquiries  and  to  give  advice  on 
control. 

46  members  of  the  Council's  Staff  were  vaccinated  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  against  influenza. 

Offensive  Trades 

The  two  bone  boiling  and  one  hoof  and  horn  cooking  factories 
continued  to  operate  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  Later  the  hoof 
and  horn  factory  ceased  production  and  it  is  not  thought  likely  that 
the  factory  will  re-open,  mainly  because  of  the  difficulty  in 
obtaining  supplies  of  raw  material. 

I2I  complaints,  referring  to  55  particular  days,  v/ere  received 
from  members  of  the  public  about  offensive  smells  in  the  Oare  area.

REPORT  ON  OFFE.NSIVE  TMOES  FOH  1971 

During  the  year  the  tv/o  offensive  trade  factories  continued 
to  operate,  receiving  butchers  and  slaughterhouse  waste  fat  and 
bone  and  processing  material  into  tallov/  and  pig  meal.  The  third 
factory  cocking  hoof  and  hern  for  fertilizer  compounds  ceased 
operating  during  the  year  and  it  is  anticipated  that  it  will  be 
closed  permanently. 

During  1971 ^ 121  complaints  were  received  in  the  Public  Health 
Department  from  residents  of  Paversham  and  Oare,  referring  to  59 
loarticular  d&ys.  Once  again  it  must  be  emphasised  that  a nuisance 
wil?.  only  arj.se  if  the  raw  material  being  cooked  is  in  a 
decomposing  state,  hith  fresh  material  any  resulting  odour  is 
a "clean"  cooked  meat  smell  even  if  a brec'-kdovfli  of  equipm^ent  occurs, 

Fg^versham  imimal  Products  Ltd. 

This  factory,  which  operates  on  a amall  scale,  continued 
under  the  control  of  the  liano-ger  who  shows  a sense  of  responsibility 
to  the  public  at  large  by  running  the  factory  in  such  a way  to 
cause  the  minimum  of  nuisance. 

In  august,  v/hile  the  Manager  was  on  holiday,  a nuisance  was 
caused  by  defective  equipment  and  bad  jaaterial.  The  Company  was 
prosecuted  and  entered  a plea  of  guiltj.  The  fine  for  this  first 
offence  was  ,€10. 

J.  & E.  Tate 

Janmry  - In  reply  to  an  enquiry  from  the  To\;n  Clerk  the  Company 
\/rote  to  say  that  certain  outstanding  works  had  been  completed  and 
they  had  appointed  one  of  their  existing  employees  (ivjr.  Davies)  to 
be  Ivlanager  in  place  of  I»2r.  Moore  who  only  stayed  v/ith  the  Company 
for  tliree  months  during  1970. 

March  - On  the  22nd  the  factory  was  found  to  be  operating  \/ith  aji 
open  coiidenser  tj.nd  very  littie  v/ater  supply  to  the  cooling  tower,  also 
there  v/as  difficulty  over  blocked  drains  caused  by  overspill  from 
fat  tajik,  Mr.  B.  Tate  was  called  to  the  site  by  telephone  and  on 
his  arrival  closed  the  factory  dovmi  until  the  faults  were  cleared. 

iipril  - Nuisance  arose  from  the  burning  of  rubbish  on  the  site  - 
arranged  with  the  Borough  Surveyor  to  accept  v^/aste  material  at 
Couicil's  tip  subject  to  production  of  tipping  ticket.  Very  little 
use  has  been  made  of  this  an-angement. 

On  the  20th  Mr.  J.  Tate’s  attention  was  drawn  to  the  number 
of  complaints  being  received  and  also  to  the  loss  of  efficiency 
of  his  condenser  unit  (low  throughput  of  water). 

On  the  21st  following  further  conqplaints  and  inspections 
the  Company  was  prosecuted  forByeLav/  Offences.  The  Company 
pleaded  guilty  and  were  fined  D20. 

At  a special  meeting  of  the  Council  on  the  27th  a nuiiber 
of  resolutions  were  made  to  enable  quick  action  to  be  taken  in 
respect  of  any  nuisance  arising  from  the  offensive  trade  factories. 


May  - The  Company  was  again  prosecuted  for  aByahiw  Offence  on  the 
11th  - fined  £20.  As  the  imtcrial  was  in  such  a poor  condition  and 
the  equipment  v/as  defective  on  this  particular  day  the  Company  was 
also  requested  to  cease  operations.  A letter  addressed  to  the  Mayor 
dated  the  12th  stated  that  stock  to  the  value  of  £2,000  had  been 
disposed  of  following  this  shut  down.  On  the  19th,  following 
complaints,  an  inspection  of  the  site  v^as  made  and  quantities  of 
raw  imteria.1  and  a vehicle  loaded  v/ith  rotten  material  in  it  Vias 
found,  Statutory  Notice  requiring  the  Company  to  abate  this 
nuisance  was  served  with  a time  limit  of  1^3  hours,  a large  hole 
vi&s  bulldozed  on  the  site  and  the  material  buried. 


June  - A further  warning  letter  was  sent  to  the  firm  stressing  that 
the  condensing  apparatus  should  be  kept  working  at  its  maximum 
efficiency. 

July  - On  the  10th  the  factory  weis  inspected  follcv/ing  complaints 
and  it  was  found  tlxit  an  offence  against  the  Byd.aws  was  being 
committed.  The  Company  was  subsequently  prosecuted  resulting  in  a 
£20  fine  with  £10  costs. 

August  - During  an  inspection  on  the  24th  following  the  receipt  cf 
complaints,  a lorry  load  of  rotting  rav;  material  vi/as  found  on  the 
site  sunk  up  to  its  axle  in  soft  ground.  Ivlr.  J.  Tate  v;as  told  to 
move  the  lorry  v/ithout  delay. 

October  - During  the  week  coraaencing  the  25th  general  conditions  at 
the  factory  v/ere  very  bad.  As  a result  a Statutory  Notice  vi/as 
served  cn  the  Company  giving  seven  days  in  which  to  clean  up  the 
site  and  information  v/as  laid  in  respect  of  a nui/.ber  of  ByeLaw  Offences. 
The  summons  were  v/ithdrawn  folloviing  the  rapid  response  of  the  Company 
in  carrying  out  repairs.  A letter  was  received  fron  the  Comi^any 
detailing  arrangements  which  Irad  been  nade  to  corrqjly  with  the 
Statutory  Notice. 

December  - The  factory  was  inspected  on  the  29th  following  complaints. 
l\/o  trailer  locids  of  raw  mat  cried  v/ere  on  site  and  considerable 
quantities  lay  on  the  cooker  loading  floor.  All  the  raw  material 
contained  substantial  quantities  of  turkey  trimmings  and  gut  which 
was  in  a putrefying  condition.  One  trailer  had  collapsed  because 
of  excess  weight  and  part  of  the  side  had  been  ripped  off  to  give 
a cioGulation  of  air.  A sour  smell  was  arising  from  the  raw  material 
vvhich  V/D.S  giving  rise  to  the  complaints.  J/Ir.  B.  Tate  explained 
tho-t  the  high  turxey  gut  content  was  a character  of  rav/  material 
which  had  to  be  accepted  in  the  trade  at  Christmas  time.  Other 
aspects  of  the  factory  operation  were  far  from  satisfactory,  i.e. 
circulation  of  cooling  water,  drainage  interceptor  traps  full  and 
the  burning  of  v/aste  packing  rrat^ria.1. 

On  the  30'th  con  sa.derable  improvement  in  conditions  had  been 
effected  and  only  a small  quantity  of  turkey  gut  remained.
